SHIPMENT OF UNBOXED FUL-

She afterward pro- 
ceeded to Antwerp and Hamburg, 
the discharging there being equally 
favorable, all the cars being landed 
perfect, and importers have ex- 
pressed themselves as being de- 
lighted with the condition of tHe 
cars.

so excellent that it is anticipated 
insurance rates for this method of 
shipping will fall to, practically 
speaking, the same figure as 
charged for shipping in their boxed 
condition.
